Pacific Coast Items.

The Sacramento

pany has raised the rate of freight upon 
fruit, etc., shipped East by passenger 
train from last year’s figure—:> 1,000—to 
$1,400. The extra $400 will prevent 
nearly all the fruit raisers from making 
shipments, which is much to he re­ 
gretted. 
James Johnston k Co., on Indian 
Creek, lately cleaned up 2f>0 ounces for 
fifteen days run. The old lead on In­ 
dian Creek is one of the richest in the 
county, and Johnston & Co. have evi­ 
dently found it. 
Joseph T. Goodman, late of the Ter­ 
ritorial Enterprise, summoned to San 
Francisco by the news of the illness of 
his father, arrived by overland train 
April 25th. Goodman was about to 
sail from New York for Europe when 
then news reached him. 
Millerton, 
Fresno county, had a 
shock of an earthquake on Monday 
night. It was of a few moments dur­ 
ation, and was accompanied by a rum­ 
bling sound. 
A consignment of young fig trees, of 
the white variety, seeds of a peculiar 
kind of locust tree,and Egyptian wheat, 
wras received from Stockton, a few days 
since, direct from Dalmatia, Austria. 


Wo are getting ahead entirely too 
fast. From an item in circulation we 
learn that the application of electricity 
for the reduction of metals from their 
ores has been patented in England. 
By regulating the electric current in a 
f 
iroper manner, it is claimed that cast 
ron, wrought iron or steel can bo pro­ 
duced directly from the furnace with­ 
out any intermediate operations. This 
puddling by means of an electric cur­ 
rent will occupy from ten to fifteen 
minutes only, instead of several horns* 
as in the ordinary puddling by hand 
labor or machiuery. 
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A Hard Winter in Nevada. 


A correspondent writing from Win- 
neinucca, Nev., April 20th, gives the 
following report of the effect of the se­ 
vere Winter upon sheep nnd cattle in 
that State : 
“ The loss on sheep lias been much 
larger than on cutth-. Emery, of Para­ 
dise, bus only (¡50 sheep left out ot 2,400. 
Brunston lost oue-lialf of his Hock. 
Well informed persons declare that the 
State has lost 25 per cent, of her cattle 
and two-thirds of her stock, which I 
believe to be a fair estimate.” 
Another correspondent, writing from 
Bcowuwe, of the same date, states that 
although’ t lie stock is yet dying, lie 
considers the worst over. Fisk k King, 
near Bull Run, have lost 5,000 sheep 
out of 8,000; another party lost 5,500 
out of 5,000. McMurpliy, at Stanley 
Ford, on the Ilumbolt, lost 2,100 outof 
4,000. Mr. Crum, near Battle Moun­ 
tain, lias lost 1,800 out of 4,000, not­ 
withstanding lie lias fed them on hay 
all Winter. 
Another party came here 
lust Fall with sixty head of cattle and 
200 lit ad of sheep, of which now only 
twenty-seven cattle and seventy-three 
sheep are alive. 
The losses in the 
northern and eastern part of the State 
have lit en extraordinarily severe. 


Fish as Brain Food. 


The idea that a fish diet, or at least 
the frequent use of fish as diet, is pro­ 
motive of brain power, seems to be 
growing; and the philosophy of it is 
said to be that the phosporus contained 
in the íisli acts beneficially on the 
brain. 
Cooking at what we call the 
lower class of animals, it is true that a 
very considerable amount of intellect 
is to be observed on those that feed ex­ 
clusively on lish. Learned seals are 
very common accessories to shows. Of 
all wild creatures, the otter is one of 
the most intelligent and easily domes­ 
ticated; and, with regard to the feath­ 
ered race, wonderful stories are told 
about tiie instincts of storks and other 
birds that feed upon lish. It does not 
appear to have been satisfactorily dem­ 
onstrated, however, that intellect is 
much developed in the human race by 
the frequent use of a fisli diet. To ar­ 
rive ata conclusion respecting this, it 
would be necessary to obtain trust­ 
worthy statistics with regard to the 
mental powers of Laplanders, light- 
house-keepers, fasters 
in Lent and 
others who live much on fish. Our 
own observation is tlmt those who live 
much on fish—as, for example, the 
inhabitants of fishing villages—are not 
specially distinguished 
for mental 
vigor, though their animal power can­ 
not he questioned.

A Powerful Reform Element. 
A few philosophic gentlemen, who 
lived their brief hour anti went lienee, 
have held that tlie world could be bet­ 
ter and more safely governed by ap­ 
pealing to men’s prejudices and foster­ 
ing their superstitious sentiments, 
than by a direct attack upon wrong 
and a firm maintenance of right. The 
doctrine never caused the abandon­ 
ment of the old plain sailing do-thus- 
and-so-or-I’ll-cut-your-head-oir poli­ 
cy, still there is something in it, and 
in these modern days, when we know, 
or think we know, more in a minute 
than the old Romans knew in a life­ 
time, we occasionally indulge in a 
brief trial of the prejudice theory. 
Some months ago Sacramento liung a 
man—one M o r tim e r , as mild a man­ 
nered man as ever murdered a woman 
—aud shortly after the ghost of this 
woman-slayer began to make things 
unearthly active in the cells of the 
County Jail. Unfortunate beings still 
in the flesh would not commit a crime 
or indulge their vicious inclinations, 
not because they dreaded the law, but 
because they would not risk a night 
in one of those cells with M o r tim e r . 
Sacramento morals improved,and will 
continue to improve,so long as credul­ 
ity and superstition Alls the jail eells 
with M o k tm e k ’s ghostly orgies. The 
example of the Capital city was not 
thrown away upon the people of San 
Francisco, and now we hear that their 
jail aud city prison are pest houses 
and only need inmates to become 
charnel houses. One night’s confine­ 
ment in one of their cells is amply 
sufficient for the contraction of a fatal 
disease. With this kind of a prison 
San Francisco morals cannot but im­ 
prove. These are but shallow dodges 
—tricks on the imagination by the 
cultivation of superstition; but they 
are more potent for good than peni­ 
tentiaries and hangmen’s ropes. A 
haunted or postile nce-infeeted jail is 
worth mare to a community than 
seven churches and forty policemen. 
We rejoice to hear that one of the 
sheeted dead lias been squeaking and 
jibbering about the corridors of the 
Los Angeles City Prison. 


A Plan for Civilizing Indians. 
This is not a good year for railroad 
subsidies, and we do not propose to 
urge one, but we had rather see the 
people’s money invested in railroad 
building than spent in the useless, be­ 
cause always fruitless, task of convert­ 
ing the noble red man to the moral 
status, and in subjecting him to the 
humanizing influence of the pale face. 
There has been an immense sum of 
money expended in efforts to convince 
the Indians of Arizona, New Mexico 
and other wild Territories of the 
United States that it was not good to 
shoot down men and scalp women and 
children, yet they cannot be weaned 
from the pastimes of their fathers. 
Moral suasion, thin blankets, check 
shirts, damaged bacon and Christian 
agents have effected just nothing at 
all in the direction in which all our 
efforts have been aimed. The only re­ 
claimed Indians noted have been those 
left on the tiehi after an encountef be­ 
tween the tomahawk and the six-slioot- 
er. There lias been enough money spent 
in honest efforts to put down the In­ 
dians of Arizona, and stolen by con­ 
tractors and si^-agents, to build the 
Texas Pacitic twice over. Sti11 the In­ 
dians are not subjugated, and the mo­ 
ment they are from under the eye of 
General C r o o k ,begin anew their mur­ 
derous career. If a transcontinental 
railroad had traversed the Territory 
three years ago, an Indian outrage 
would now be unknown in that region. 
Before the immigration brought by 
the road, the Indians would have 
melted away like a snow-bank when 
pressed by a hot locomotive. Rail­ 
roads, when run through a wild, unset­ 
tled country, are great liumanizers of 
savage nations. 


He Comes Back an Honest Man. 


H a r r y M e io o s is coming back to 
California. He will leave Chili for 
San Francisco in a few months. If the 
people of the latter city tredt him well, 
he may tarry with them until the 
going down of liis sun of life. M r. 
M e io o s left San Francisco in ls.jl little 
less than a convicted criminal—cer­ 
tainly more than a bankrupt and dis­ 
graced man. He left nearly a million 
dollars of debts, besides a number of 
Controller’s warrants to which that 
olHcer never placed the autograph that 
appeared as his. Had M e io o s not es­ 
caped, these evidences would have 
made him a resident of San Quentin 
during the term of his natural life. 
But he did escape, went to South 
.America, and by government railroad 
building acquired a princely fortune. 
In his declining years, for lie is now 
sixty-four years old, lie longed 
for the scene of his early pecu­ 
lations and speculations, and friends 
— for the uch man, no matter 
what his character,always lias friends— 
and prevailed on the Legislature to pass 
an Act relieving him from all responsi­ 
bility for past transactions. The Gov­ 
ernor refused to sign the bill, and the 
Legislature passed it over his head. If 
the Act is constitutional, M e io o s is 
safe.

Currency. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 30.—An offer 
having been made to President Grant 
without a compromise on a finance 
measure that would be acceptable to 
botii sides, the President replied that 
he did not know what force was in­ 
tended to apply to the word “compro­ 
mise,” unless it was an agreement to 
carry out pledges to the country that 
might be considered a compromise by 
those who originally defended every 
proposition ottered during the discus­ 
sion in Congress, and by so doing have 
reason to believe that such legislation 
would meet with his approval. It had 
been said that he promised in his last 
message to heartily support any meas­ 
ure Congress might decide upon He 
did not intend any such construction 
should be put upon his language. If 
he iiad not made himself understood 
before, his recent message would clear 
up any thing like ambiguity. One thing 
lie had endeavored to make it plain 
during his administration had been 
that lie was for carrying out the sol­ 
emn pledges of the Government, at 
the earliest day possible, and to return 
to a specie payment. The establish­ 
ment of our currency on a gold and 
silver basis had been uppermost on 
his mind whenever ho sent to 
Congress 
his

message. 
He had not said what kind 
ofa bill lie would approve. It was his 
earnest hope that Congress would dis­ 
pose of the question of redistribution 
of the twenty-four million dollars of 
banking currency with five million in 
notes belonging to banks, and the 
banks in the 8outh and West ought to 
furnish for the present all that was 
asked for, and he had been assured 
since the veto of the finance bill that 
the New England banks were anxious 
to reduce their circulation, inasmuch 
as that now held for circulation 
would be released and furnish them 
with a larger currency capital for loans 
than they now have, while our securi­ 
ties were worth in legal tenders six­ 
teen and seventeen cents above par, 
and National Banks were bound to be 
secured under the existing luw, he 
did not wonder the New England 
bankers were anxious to cancel their 
notes and get their bonds.
